serviceperson either in the form of tangible personal property or in the form of real 
estate as an incident to a sale of service. The tax shall be paid in the manner 
provided in such statute. 

Sec. 74-192. Notification of the Illinois Department of Revenue. 

The Clerk of the Board is hereby authorized and directed to obtain and 
transmit a certified copy of this Ordinance to the Illinois Department of Revenue 
not later than five days after its effective date, and in no case later than April 1, 
2010 so as to enable the Illinois Department of Revenue to proceed to administer 
and enforce this Ordinance, on behalf of the County of Cook, as of July 1,2010. 

Effective date: This Ordinance shall take effect upon passage, except that the 
rate decreases in Section 74-191
